In consequence of this opinion Mr. 
Chandler started court proceedings in 
behalf of George W. Glover, the son, and 
Dr. K. J. Foster Eddy, 
Mrs. Eddy. There is no contest of the 
will, but @ request for the Superior Court 
tv construe the bequest to the church, 
which will be effective in bringing the 
matter to an issue without breaking the 
ugreement that the relatives should not 
attempt to break the will. 

Mr. Chandler. in one of the papers given 
cut to-night, declares that Mrs. Hddy 
believed her sons were directing maliz- 
nant animal’ magnetism on her. 

New Hampshire’s Ban on Bequest. 

The opinion was written by Prof. Tay- 
lor and concurred in by the others. It 
was requested in a long letter written to 
him by Mr. Chandler, reviewing the facts 
in the case. l’rof. Taylor in the beginning 
quotes the New Hampshire statuté, as fol- 
lows: 

The income of -any grant or donation made 

to or for the use of a church shall not ex- 

ceed $5,000 a year, exclusive of the in- 


come of any parsonage land granted to or 
for the use of the ministry. 


Continuing the opinion, says in part: 

“Tt is difficuit to understand how any 
one could have imagined in the presence 
of the positive prohibitions of such stat- 
utes, that a testatrix domiciled in New 
Jiampshire and governed by its laws 
could give by will to a single church, in 
» Massachusetts, governed ‘by its laws, a 
single bequest of nearly $2,000,000—a sum 
nearly twenty times as great as that per- 
mitted as a gift to any one church by 
the laws .of New Hampshire, As that 
Siate was the domicile of the testatrix its 
law determines, in the first instance, her 
capacity to give by will to a particular 
purpose. As the statutes of New Hamp- 
shire positively forbade the testatrix to 
make so large a gift to a single church, 
it is, of course, void. The right to make 
such a statute and to enforce it belongs 
to New Hampshire alone. 

** Moreover, if the bequest was not void 
for lack of power in the testatrix. to 
make it,.still it would be void by reason 
of the lack of power on the part of the 
legatee, a Massachusetts corporation, to 
take it. ‘The Massachusetts statute is 
much more severe than that of New 
Hampshire. It’ expressiv provides that 
‘the income of the gifts, grants, bequests, 
und devises made to or for the use of 
any one church shall not exceed $2,000 a 
year, exclusive of the income of any par- 
sonage land, granted to or for the use 
of the ministry,’ while that of New Hamp- 
shire permits. a gift to any one church 
the ingome of which shall not exceed 
$5,000 a vear. 


Bequest Falis Under Laws. 


“If it be true that the testatrix has de- 
fied the law of New Hampshire by at- 
tempting to give to a single church the 
income of a vast sum of money to be 
used for all time by it as ‘ residuary leg- 
atee for the purpose of more effectually 
promoting and extending the religion of 
(christian Science as taught by me,’ what 
is the legal consequence of such a viola- 
lion of pusitive law? 

“There is ro ambiguity; the gift is to 

gie church for a singtc purpose. That 
is to maintain for all time a 
Wageanda of a new and peculiar form 

‘feligious belief. There is no pretense 
amat this endowment is for any charitable 
fF artistic or educational purpose. Neither 

mrity nor art, nor education have any 

i the scheme whatever. The testa- 
~ “fix designed to create a vast and per- 

petual endowment for the - purpose of 
. conser | and extending the religion of 
Christian Science as taught by me.’ It 
Was just such perpetual endowment in 
the hands of a single church for the 
eiges anges of any form of religious be- 
fef that the statutes of New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts designed to make im- 
possible. 

‘Therefore, the prohibitions of these 
statutes fix the stamp of nullity upon 
the residuaryv clause, (1) because the tes- 
tatrix was forbidden expressiy to make 
such gift; (2) because the legatee was 
forbidden expressly tq’receive such gift. 
he legal result ineVitably is that the 
residuary clause of the will is null and 
void. As to the void gift the testatrix 
died intestete and its subject matter 
passed on her death to her next of kin 
under the New Hampshire statutes of 
distribution. 

“There will be no clatm made that the 
heirs at iaw of the testatrix ever saw her 
will, or a copy of it, prior to her death. 
Neithey her heirs nor their representa- 
tives were informed as to its contents 
prior to that time. They had no right to 
assume that she would attempt to make 
a\disposition of her property contrary to 
the express provisions of the statutes of 
New Hamshire and Massachusetts. If 
they had been so informed it would have 
been impossible for them to legalize any 
act upon her part by contract in any 
form of contract to make such a will as 
the law of the domicile forbids.’’ 


Mra. Eddy Feared Her Sons. 


The letter of Mr. Chandler requesting

WIFE WIRES SIMS TO QUIT. 


Naval Commander” Reported to Have 
an Offer from a Stee! Corporation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.~When Com- 
mander W. 8S. Sims, who was recently 
reprimanded by President Taft for his 
Guildhall (Londo) speech, arrives at 
Guantanamo with his ship, e Minne- 
sota, which fs with the Atlantic fleet, 
under command of Rear Admiral Seaton 
Schroeder, he will find awaiting him 4a 
telegram from his wife urging him to 
séver his connection with the naval serv- 
ice. 

Mrs. Sims, who. is the daughter of the 
late Ethan Allen Hitchcock, Ambassador 
to Russia under President McKinley and 
Secretary of the Interior for eight years 
under both McKinley and oosevelt, is 
now living tn St. Louis, Official and so- 
ciety life appeal to her very little, she 
having pronounced domestic tastes. Com- 
mander Sims, as a naval officer, must 
take a sea voyage every few years, and 
may be ordered to a tour on the Asiatic 
stafion not long after he is relieved of 
his present command. This prospect his 
wife is said to view with disfavor. 

Commander Sims has been more or less 
a reformer, which characteristic com- 
mended him to President Roosevelt. As 
naval aid to Mr. Roosevelt, he was able 
to overturn many well-laid plans of his 
brother officers of the line, who are now 
having ‘their own way with Secretary 


Meyer and President Taft. who confess 
that they have little knowledge of the 
navy, and are likely to know only what 
the small group of officers surrounding 
the Secretary@tell them. It is considered 
safe conjecture that Commander Sims 
will not have met his only humiliation 
when the Secretary’s riprimand is read to 
him on. the quarterdeck of the Connecti-

Pressure Compels Amendment 
Modifying His Official Reward.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs which considered the various 
propositions respecting the-recognition and 
reward of Civil Engineer Peary as the 
discoverer of the north pole, will report 
favorably the Senate bill with an amend- 
ment. 

The Senate bill, which was introduced 
by Senator Hale, Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, was passed last Win- 
ter with rare promptness. It provided for 
the-retirement of Mr. Peary as an Ad- 
miral of the Line. This honor the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the President in 
conference approved as proper recogni- 
tion of a remarkable exploit, 

As soon, however, as the line of the 
navy was aware of this, opposition was 
prompt and decided. The House Naval 
Committee has now vielded and the Sen- 
ate bill has been amended so that Peary 
will be retired with the rank and pay of 
an Admiral, but not actually as an Ad- 
miral of the Line. 

The difference lies in the ancient and 
cherished distinction that while he may 
wear a prescribed uniform and have the 
same honors in ceremonies he-eannot be 
regarded as an officer who has had com- 
mand, ,

THE MAN HURRIED BELOW 





And Wife .and Father-in-Law Deny 
Hyde Is There—New Theory That 
He’s Avoiding Gardner Trial.

DAYTONA; Fla., Jan. 12.—Charles H. 
Hyde is said here to be on the houseboat 
Stop-a-While, which belongs to his 
father-in-law, John Wisweil, and this 
afternoon was making slow progress to- 
ward this city through the canals from 
St. Augustine. The houseboat is stuck in 
the mud about twenty miles north of 
Daytona this afternoon, her crew en- 
deavoring to release the vessel to hurry 
the trip down the canal. 

Several New Yorkers who in a launch 
passed the houseboat in the canal this 
afternoon asserted positively afterward 
that they saw Mr. Hyde on deck with his 
wife and father-in-law, but that he im- 
mediately hurried below. 

In reply to questions it was stated that 
Mr. Hyde was not on board, but left the 
boat at Beaufort, N. C. It is now be-, 
lieved Mr. Hyde took the inland route 
by rail from Beaufort and boarded the 
houseboat at Jacksonville. THR TIMuS 
correspondent was informed, however, 
that he had left the boat again imme- 
diately after boarding it there. 

The correspondent was told that nobody 
on the boat knows the Present where- 
abo its of Mr. Hyde, altheugh when the 
boat spokesman was told that the re- 
porter had a message for Mr. Hyde, 
anxious inouiry was made as to where 
the message came from. It was stated 
that the destination of the beat is Palm 
Beach. 

Mr. Wiswell, Mrs. Hyde, and one or two 
other men and three or four women are 
now on board the boat. Unless more 
trouble with shallow water is experienced 
the boat should reach here to-morrow. 

Talk of Hyde as Ill, 

_ On the forty-fourth day of the absence 
from the city of its Chamberlain; Charles 
H. Hyde, there was still no information 
forthcoming yesterday concerning his 
whereabouts. Mr. Hyde's friends, who at 
first took his sudden disappearance from 
the jurisdiction of the legislative Graft 
Investigating Committee rather as a joke, 
are now beginning to feel apprehensive 
about him, 

Since he has been gone Mr. Hyde has 
not communicated with either his friends 
or the-membéers-of his office staff, so far 
as can be learned. His private secretary, 
John V. Smith, and Deputy Chamberlain 
Henry J. Walsh have insisted all along 
that they have not only not heard from 
Mr. Hyde, but that they haven't the 
slightest idea where he is. Mayor Gay- 
nor, who is a close personal friend of the 
missing Chamberlain, besides being his 
former law partner, was quoted yesterday 
as having said that he knew that Mr. 
Hyde was ill and was soon to undergo an 
operation for the removal of gall stones; 
also that he was threatened with Bright's 
disease, *and might probably never re- 
turn to the city. 

The Mayor is said to have spoken feel- 
ingly about his absent friend and subor- 
dinate and to have declared that Mr. 
Hyde’s condition is so serious that he 
may not recover. If he does, the Mayor 
declared that Mr. Hyde will remain down 
South until he has regained his health, 
even though it takes months. 

Along with these statements regarding. 
Mr. Hyde the Mayor is averred to have 
said that he himself intended to take a 
trip South within a short time, and if he 
did it would be with the intention of 
meeting Mr. Hyde there. One report yes- 
terday was that the Mayor intended to 
meet Mr. Hyde and accept his resignation 
as City Chamberlain, so that the latter 
would be under no necessity of returning 
to New York until he felt inclined to 
do so. 

When asked about these statements yes- 
terday Mayor Gaynor refused absolutely 
to discuss them. He said that the re- 
porters who asked him knew as much 
about Mr. Hyde’s condition as he did, and 
therefore it was not necessary to discuss 
it. He also declined to discuss the rumor 
that he was soon to take a vacation. 
Assuming that Mr, Hyde is really ill, it 
was pointed out that his condition could 


mot be very grave or his wife would 
visit him. Mrs. Hyde and her children 
left their home at Roslyn, L. L, last Mon- 
lay, and are now in St. Augustine, Fla. 
Her husband has not joined her, although 
his houseboat, the Stop-a-While, arrived 
there last night, and r. Hyde himself 
had. reserved rooms at the Hotel Ponce 
de n, St. Augustine, some time ago, 
— the intention of meeting Mrs. Hyde 
there, 

A number of Mr. Hyde's friends here 
declared yesterday that the City Cham- 
berlain had long suffered from gall 
ston@s, and that he had been very ill 
from this complaint several times. It 
was to recover from one Df these attacks 
that he went to Europe last Summer, it 
was declared.-.If he is so ill, however, 
these friends argue that there is nO» ap- 
parent reason why Mr. Hyde shou not 
reveal the true state of affairs, partic- 
ularly to his close friends and business 
associates, 


Surety Companies Not Alarmed. 

There was a rumor yesterday that the 
surety companies which went on Mr. 
Hyde’s bond as City Chamberlain were 
beginning to worry because of his leng 
pbsence. He is bonded for $300,000, and 
the amount is divided. as follows: Peo- 
ple’s Surety Company of New Y¥ork, 
$50,000; the National Surety Company, 
$108,000; the Title Guaranty and Surety 
Company, $100,000, and the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty Company, $60,000. 
The People’s Surety Company took the 
entire bond in the first place, but as the 
amount in which a company is allowed to 
insure an Official is limited by law, the 
bond was divided with the other compa- 
nies. Willam J. Griffin, Vice President 
of the National Surety Company, said 
vesterday that he was not worried about

SLEEPERS TRAPPED BY FIRE. 


Midnight Rescue of a Dozen Families 
in a Tenement Blaze. 








While sixteen families were asleep last 
night in the six-story tenement at 562

halls and stairways. The tenants aroused 
by the road of the flames opened their 
doors to encounter a mass of fire which 
drove them, screaming, to the fire es- 
capes.

they need offer no concessions in order 
to get a free market in this country for 
what Canadian products they may wish 
to send.

Mitchel Joins Prendergast In Criti- 
cism—Board of Estimate Let Sub- 
ways Go Unnoticed Yesterday.

Before an audience which packed Cooper 
Union to the doors, ‘Controller Prender- 
gast and President Mitchel of the Alder< 
men began last night with personal and 
pointed attacks on Mayor Gaynor their 
public campaign for the construction by 
the city of an independent subway sys- 
tem. The attacks on the Mayor’ were 
cheered to the echo by the erowd brought 
together by the People’s Institute. The 
Controller and President Mitchel were as- 
sisted in their, discussion by Timothy 
Healy, President of ‘the International 
Brotherhood of Stationary Engineers, who 
declared that the labor men of the city 
were einphatically in favor of more sub- 
Ways and against monopoly; which they 
believed would only perpetuate the pres- 
ent congestion of traffic. 

The meeting was uproarious through- 
out, with frequent interruptions of the 
speakers by sympathizers in the audience, 
and the name of the missing City Cham- 
beriain, Charles H. Hyde, was bandied 
back and forth, while the big crowd 
shouted its approval. The session reached 
its climax in point of enthusiasm during 
the speech of Controller Prendergast, who 
began by repeating a question asked by 
President Mitchel of the Aldermen, why 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
should receive a 999-year lease on their 
third tracking of the elevated roads. 

‘‘I know of no reason,’’ cOmmented the 
Controller, ‘“‘ unless it was because at 
the end of that time the City Chambe* 
lain may be back attending to his duties. 


Speaks of Broken Pledges. 


‘“T don’t ask any credit for keeping my 
pledges,” the Controller went on, ‘ but 
there are some gentiemen who seem to 
think they are entitled to credit for break- 
ing their pledges to the people. A new 
mechanical device has recently been in- 
vented. I shall call it a handy reversible 
pledge. I wonder who invented it.” 

‘Who? Who?” came from all over the 
hall. 

““I mention his name with hesitancy,” 
the Controller replied, ‘“‘but I have an 
idea that he is one who sits constantly 
by the shrine of Epictetus. Now, the 
city belongs to the people, mot to a small 
portion of them, and this transit question 
should be decided as the people desire, 


and not_in Bs way to satisfy a. few of 
them. We @eVerydey members of the 
Board of Estimate are daily informed that 
when committees of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Merchanis’ Association favor 
the Interborough proposition, that really 
settles the question.’ 

“They don’t ride in the Subway,” 
shouted some ‘one in the hall. 

‘“ But 1 want to say,’ continued the 
Controller, “‘ that Mr. Mitchel was elected 
President of the Aldermen and I Con- 
troller, and we are going to vote as we 
think right, and there isn’t any interest 
in tha city big enough or powerful 
enough to make us do otherwise. 

‘“We are told that effective public con- 
trol of a subway monopoly can be se- 
cured through the regulations of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. About a week 
ago, in addressing a delegation said to be 
composed of the representatives of labor, 
the Mayor made this statement: ‘ There 
is no order standing to-day that has not 
been obeyed by the existing company. I 
have no personal knowledge of that, but 
I am told so by the Public: Service Com- 
mission.’ I have no doubt that he had 
no personal knowledge, for when we prod- 
ded him for the facts he put it on the 
Public Service Commission. That’s the 
way my distinguished colleague gets out 
from under. 


Compares Gaynor’s Statements. 


“But this remarkable statement was 
made almost simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement that the Interborough Com- 
pany did not intend to obey the order in 
case No, 1,211, and less than a week before 


Mr. Gaynor’s statement was made. the 
commission served the company with 
papers in a penalty suit based on this 
refusal.

in 1909 and said he had been studying 
municipal problems for fifteen years and 
had made himself a master of the situ- 
ation and knew al] about it. If he knew 
all about it then he has learned something 
since, but while adding to his own knowl- 
edge he has not added to our enlighten- 
ment. 


Down to Practical Things. 
“Now, one of our best papers, which 
publishes only the ‘news that is fit to 
print,’ says that we are idealists, and 
we harangue the people and talk princi- 
ples and not practical things. Let us now

LONDON, Jan. 12.—Surprise has been 
caused in London by the marfiage of Earl 
Cadogan, ex-Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
and ex-Lord Privy Seal, to his cousin, the 
countess Palagi, at Florence. 

Earl Cadogan is one of the wealthiest 
of London ground landlords, and a great 
entertainer of royalty. Three heirs to 
the title have died in his lifetime. He is 
70 years old. 

Lord Cadogan’s first wife, a daughter 
of the second Earl of Craven, died in 1907. 
She was a leader of English society, and 
the Cadogan régime at Dublin Castle was 
one of the most brilliant on record. 


PLAGUE SPREADING QUICKLY.

Avoiding Gardner’s Trial. 


While some of Mr. Hyde's friends were 
trying yesterday to excuse his absence 
on the ground of illness, others declared 
that the City Chamberlain had only one 
motivé in keeping away from New York 
and that was to avoid giving testimony 


before the graft investigating committee 
or at the trial of ex-Senator Frank J. 
Gardner who is under indictment on the 
charge of attempting to bribe Otto G. 
Foelker in connection with bills affect- 
ing race tracks when Mr. Foelker was a 
State Senator. 

Mr. Gardner’s trial is set for Feb. 14. 
At this trial the whole story of the use 
of a Jarge corruption fund to attempt to 
defeat the Agnew-Hart anti-racing bills 
before the Legislature in 1908 is expectetl 
to come out. Mr. Gardner was arrested 
in Scranton, Penn., last October, brought 
here, and released under $10,000 bail. The 
indictment was based mainly on an affi- 
davit of ex-Senator Foelker, in which he 
stated that one day in April, 1908, while 
on a train coming from Albany to New 
York while the race-track bills were 
pending in the Legislature, he was in- 
formed that Mr. Gardner desired to speak 
to him in one of the staterooms. Foelker 
testified that when he met Gardner the 
latter said: 

‘*Otto, we need your vote against the 
Race Track bill. 1 want you to vote 
against it, and I will take care of you 
from a financial standpoint if you do. In 
fact. I will treat you better than I have 
some of the other Senators. If you will 
stand and vote against the bill I will 
give you $2,000 more.” 

When Foelker said he wouldn’t vote 
against the bills, he said Gardner called 
him a fool for not ‘getting all the 
money I could out of it.’’ He also de- 
clared that Gardner said he would assist 
him, through his Democratic friends, to a 
re-election. 

In the court proceedings at Saratoga 
it was stated that a well-known official 
in New York City had held $325,000 sub- 
scribed to defeat the antl-racing bill, and 
that this official had been at a meeting 
at Delmonico’s when the fund was col- 
lected. ‘The whole proceedings against 
Gardner were started by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Robert H. Elder of Brook- 
lyn, who testified before the Grand Jury 
that Gardner nad confessed to him that 
he, Gardner, and ‘‘a prominent city of- 
ficial’’ had handled a corruption fund of 
$500,000 to attempt to defeat the anti-race 
track bills. Mr. Elder also asserted that 
Gardner informed him that he, Gardner, 
attempted to bribe Foelker.

STQP CIRCULAR CAMPAIGN. 


Boy Distributing the Anti-Ticket 
Papers Arrested—Backer Escapes. 


Special Policeman Walsh in the Grand 
Central Subway station yesterday pushed 
his way through a swirl of the circulars 
described a few days ago in THE Timzs, 


which call upon the traveling public to 
revolt against the ‘ Traction Trust” in 
subway and elevated roads. The police- 
man saw two small messenger buys hold- 
ing a bag of the revolutionary circulars 
and a third distributing them to passen- 
gers in the station. He arrested the dis- 
tributer on a charge of annoying passen- 
gers and littering up the Subway cars.

When the police- 
man didn’t, the well-dressed man turned 
quickly away and disappeared in the 
crowd.

In all this there is no criticism of Col. 
Wagstaff, but a desire to put the Presi- 
dency of the society on a different basis. 
The post has not yet been definitely of- 
fered to anybody, but as soon as the right 
man can be found the change will be 
made. Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, former 
Police Commissioner and previous major 
domo of the White House, is one of those 
who have been discussed but without any 
authority from him, and it not known 
whether he would consider such an offer. 
Gen. Howe, who is soon to retire from the 
arcmv, und-one or more retired Admirals of 
the navy have also been suggested. 
“Such a mar as Gen. Frederick 
Grant,’’ said one member of the 
last night, “would be just what we are 
looking for. Gen. Grant will reach the age 
for retirement before long. During his 
term as Police Commissioner his services 
were especially valuasle in connection 
with the care of the animals used by the 
mounted men. He has the social connec- 
tions which would givé the society pres- 
tige, and he would be capable of keeping 
it before the public by public addresses 
and in other ways that would greatly 
strengthen it. Of course,-it is not known 
whether/Gen. Grant would consider the 
place, even after retirement, but I men- 
tion him as the sort of man the major- 


ity of the Directors want to see at the 
head of the society.’”’

Chaffee Wanted Once. 


Sentiment along the line indicated 
among members of the board dates back 
as far as the time when Col. Wagstaff 
first became President, three or four 
years ago. There was a movement then 
to put Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U. S. A., 


retired, at the head. of the society, and 
it is said that Gen. Chaffee was willing 
io take the place, but a majority of the 
board at that time was opposed to making 
any change, and the matter was dropped. 
The idea has persisted, however, and 
when the board met yesterday, just be- 
fore the annual meeting of the society, 
it developed that it was shared by a ma- 
jority of the Directors. 

The session was an executive one. but 
it is known that although several mem- 
bers urged the continuation of Col. Wag- 
staff as President, the majority was in 
favor of the choice of a salaried execu- 
tive who would give all his time to the 
affairs of the: society. There was no 
agreement, however. on the man, and ‘t 
was decided to re-elect Col. Wagstaff to 
serve for the time being. His election 
was unanimous, and on taking the chair 
he said: 

‘* Gentlemen, in accepting re-election as 
President, I wish to state that I am ready 
,to retire whenever a majority of the 
Board of Directors shall agree on my 
successor.”’

| Haines. The uprising against Mr. 
| Haines started in January, 1906. The 
'members of the society, to whom for 
| years Mr. Haines had denied any partici- 
| pation in its affairs, rebelled under the 
| leadership of Leonard Opdyke against his 
administration. Charges of mismanage- 
'ment and irregularities were made, and 
| Mr. Haines resigned in March, in doing 
so criticizing bitterly some of those re- 
| sponsibie for his downfall. Col. Walgstaff, 
'as senior Vice President, succeeded tem- 
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Vivisection Bogey Up. 

Following the meeting of the board yes- 
terday the annual meeting of the society 
was held. It was enlivened by some 
spirited discussion of the vivisection queés- 
tion. Mr. Opdyke argued that the so- 
clety was not sufficiently active in the 
effort to prevent the unnecessary suffer- 


ing of animals in the cause of science. 
He called for more active measures to 








enforce the idea of the society. Some 
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time ago the Board of Managers passed 
resolutions condemning the indiscriminate 
practice of vivisection, and a committee 
was appointed. consisting of Jefferson 
Seligman, Lorillard Spencer, Jr., and 
John H. Iselin, to arouse public senti- 
ment and seek legislation on the subject. 
All the society has asked from the Legis- 
lature at any time has been an investigu- 
tion and the regulation of the practice by 
putting it under the jurisdiction of the 
State Board of Regents or in some other 
suitable way. The bill for this purpose 
failed to pass last year and will again 
be introduced this year. 

Mr. Seligman reported that the comniit- 
tee had been unable to see Gov. Dix when 
he was in this city recently. as he was 
too busy with his annual message to re- 
ceive visitors. On the motion of Mr. 
Opdyke it was recided to add to the so- 
ciety two members from other sucieties 
having the same object in view. 

‘* No criticism should apply to the com- 
mittee,’’ said Henry W. Shoemaker, one 
of the Board of Managers, last night, “as 
it has published “a good deal of literature 
on the subject and has done much mis- 
sicnary work. Public opinion is still with 
the vivisectionists and needs a good deal 
of education. The cpposition of nearly all 
of the medical profession also will have to 
be ~ karim before any law Can be en- 
acted.’’ 


Worthless Cruel Experiments, 


In his annual report President Wag- 
staff, after citing other policies adopted 
by the Board of Managers, had this to say 
on the subject of vivisection: 


The third is the declaration of the board 
that it is the duty of the societ# to draw 
public attention to the subjéct of vivisec- 








with proper Hmitations, and place it under 
the supervision and contro} of the State. 

At the annual meeting of 1910 a com- 
mittee of the society at large was ap- 
pointed on vivisection and this committee 
gave much time and thought to the sub- 
ject and advocated and worked earnestly 
in behalf of a bill which provided for the 
appointment of a commission to investi- 
gate the whole subject of experimentation on 
living animals. 

This bill, like other measures on the 
subject, failed to pass, but the worthlessness 
and inhumanity of the majority of the ex- 
periments to which animals are subjected, 
is beginning to impress itself more and more 
on the public mind, and must ultimately re- 
sult in the restrictive legislation which hu- 
manity demands. 


Horse Poisoners Run Down. 
In regard to the poisoning of horses, the 
President’s report said: 


Ail the energies at our conimand were de- 
voted to the apprehension of horse poison- 
ers, whose crimes became bolder and more 
frequent earjy in the year. The opera- 
tions of these blackmailers became so 
notorious that a veritable reign of terror 
existed in certain parts of New York, 
particularlyeon the lower east side of Man- 
hattan and in the Eastern District of 
Brooklyn. Horse owners became so intimi- 
dated that it was frequently impossible to 
obtain any facts from them, and aften they 
would fear even to report the poisoning of 
their horses. This made it exceedingly 
difficult to trace the criminals, but several 
gangs, and, notably the kand known as 
‘‘The Arsénic Club,’’ were uncovered as 
the result of the efforts of the detectives 
of the Police Department and the agents of 
she society. Twenty-four arrests were made, 
prison sentences were obtanied in five cases, 
™ten suspects are yet to be tried, six were 
discharged, and three are fugitives from 
justice. One notorious offender, the re- 
puted leader of ‘‘ The Arsenic Club,’’ was 
sentenced to fifteen years in Sing Sing 
Prison. These*convictions have resulted in 
a marked decrease in this crime. 

The frequent failure of justice in these 
eases is due to the fact that many Magis- 
trates, from sentimental reasons, ignorance, 
or indifference, will not enforce compliance 
with the lawson this subject.

Dr. Joseph Con- 
nolly, ship’s surgeon, diagnosed the case 
as appendicitis. On New Year’s Day the 
man’s condition became such that an im- 
mediate operation was imperative. 

Dr. Connolly has hardly got his sea 
legs. He completed his first round trip 
across the Atlantrm yesterday, having 
shipped soon after completing his intern- 
Ship in St. Catharine’s Hospital, Brook- 
lyn. He conferred with Capt. Aggassiz 
and the purser of the vessel. The latter 
has taken part in one or two other opera- 
tions at sea. Both agreed to act as his 
assistants. 

There was no operating room on the ves- 
sel, and stewards were sent to clear the 
smoking room. When this was done the 
surgeon built an operating table in the 
centre of the room in a space made by 
clearing away tables and chairs. The 
room was then fumigated. When the pa- 
tient was brought in the Uranium was 
running through a comparatively smooth 
sea and it was decided not to slow down.

NEW SUBWAY STATION. 


Cut Out of the Solid Rock at 191st 
Street In Record Time. 


The Public Service Commission will 
;Probably grant at its meeting to-day a 
request received yesterday from the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company for 
the formal opening of the new 19ist 
Street station on the Broadway branch 
of the Subway at noon to-morrow. ‘i'he 
work on the construction of this station, 
which is done by the Interborough with 
funds provided by the city as an ‘“‘extra’’ 
under subway contract No, 1], has been 
put through in record time. It was be- 
gun on July 20, 1909, and has been con- 
tinued twenty-four hours a day ever

The construction of the new station, 
which has been imperatively demanded 
by the residents in the upper Washing- 
ton Heights section, who have had here- 
tofore no subway station between i181ist 
Street and Dyckman Street, a distance 
of over a mile. has involved considerable 
engineering difficulties. The rail base of 
he subway at this point is 176% 
feet below the surface of the street ané 
the space for the train platform has been

Such a regulation must include, he said, 
as its most/essential feature the power to 
prohibit by summary process ail business 
oppression and other unfair methods, and 
parviicularsy the exaction of excessive 
profits. This involved, he declared, the 
power to limit the prices that might be 
charged for any commodity beyond a fair 
profit. 

Mr. Untermyer pointed to the new Ca- 
naaian law fo- regulating trusts as 
worthy of being accepted as a model in 
many respects for this country. "On the 
whole, however, the problem was beset 
with difficulties, he said, which must be 
solved before the. present agitation ceased. 


Gompers Assails Sherman Law. 

Mr. Gompers said at the offset that he 
had from the first viewed the Sherman 
anti-trust law with. suspicion, fearing 
labor organizations might be prosecuted 
under il, though assured by those who 
framed it that such was never their inten- 
tion. He frankly declared that he be- 


lieved the beneficial results under it had 
arauunied to nothing. Expressing him- 
self in the language of a baseball enthu- 
siast, hé said they were not much more 
than a ‘“‘ goose egg.”’ 

‘The combinations of wealth have gone 
on,” said he, ‘‘ despite the Sherman anti- 
crust law, despite cuddling, and despite 
opposition and prosecution, and, if my 
understanding of industrial development 
and commercial extension is not all 
askew, I don’t think that any legislation 
passed by Congress is going to effectu- 
ally stop it, and even if it could, » 
don’t know that it would be desirable. 

Mr. Gompers cxplained that the Su- 
preme Court had decided that combina- 
jions of labor to protect itself was in vio- 
lation of the Sherman act. He recalled 
that the hatters of Danbury, Conn., had 
been mulcted $200, and seventy-five 
labor organization men in New Orleans 
had been indicted under the Sherman law, 

Mr. Gompers said these prosecutions of 
labor were a constant menace, and to 
say that they would not often be brought 
meant nothing to him, and did not allay 
any labor leader’s apprehension. 

“The fact is,’”’ declared he with much 
emphasis, ‘“‘we decline t>. exist at the 
sufferance of any administration, Republl- 
can, Democratic, or any other body. Let 
me call attention to this one thing, and 
T savy it advisedly and with a fair un- 
derstanding of the responsibility which 
genes with its utterance—there is this one 
difference in the conditions of the popu- 
lar organizations, or the labor organiza- 
tions of the old days and the labor or- 
ganizations of to-day. When courts de- 
creed or tribunals ordered the dissolu- 
tion of the organizations of the people, 
they dissolved the labor organizations.

packer, was that of Miss Alma J. Evans, . 


the first nurse who was called to attend | 
Schenk, and whose suspicions were re- | 
sponsible for the analysis of the water ' 
and medicine drunk by the patient. Dur- 
ing her testimony hostile glances passed 
between the accused and the witness, and 
several times there was a visible sneer in 
the expression of each woman, 

Miss Evans became flustered under the 
cross-examination of F.. A, O’Brien, lead- 
ing counsel for the defense, and made 
some contradictory statements. She was 
on the stand practically all day. The al- 
leged poisoned water and medicines were 
brought into the courtroom and intro- 
duced as exhibits. They were identified 
by Herbert Baer, the druggist who packed 
and shipped them, and by Dr. Hupp and 
Dr. Charles Glasser of Baltimore, to 
whom they were sent for analysis. Dr. 
Glasser said he found nine-tenths of a 
grain of arsenic in a pint of the water. 
He also found lead in the maltine cas- 
cara, sugar of lead in the hyomel quinine, 
and traces of arsenic in both medicines. 

A special delivery letter was handed to 
Mrs. Schenk just before adjournment. 
She opened it with a puzzled expression 
and passed it to Attorney O’Brien with- 
out giving it more than a cursory giance. 
It was one of the many letters the de- 
fendant has received from all parts of 
the country volunteering advice as to

ROBIN BANKER INDICTED. 


W. L. Brower of the Northern Ac- 
cused of Perjury. 


The Grand Jury which has been in- 
vestigating the relations between Joseph 
G. Robin and the Various organizations he 
controlled filed an indictment before 
Judge Swann in General Sessions yester- 
day charging Willlam L. Brower, exX- 
Vice President of the Northern Bank of 
New York, with perjury in that he filed a 
false statement in regard to the assets 
of that institution. As soon as the in- 
dictment was found his counsel, Arthur 
B. La Far, was notified, and at 2 o'clock 
Brower appeared in court and pleaded 
not guilty to the indictment. He was 


released on $3,000 bail. 

It is charged in the indictment that on 
Aug. 81 Brower, then Vice President of 
the Northern Bank, filed a statement with 
the Superintendent of Banks in which he 
swore to items therein which were not 
true. Among these items was.a statement 
of the aggregate amount of specie, legal 
tender notes, and notes of National banks 
held by the Northern at the close ot 
business on Aug. 31. 

According to the indictment this amount 
was stated to be $949,405.09, while in real- 
ity it was only $893,157.25. The difference 
was a long overdue check drawn on the 
Northern Bank by the Bankers’. Realty 
and Security Company, a e corporation 
owned by Robin, in the amount of $56,247, 
which, by Robin’s orders, was carried as 
a cash item instead of being presented for 
payment. 

It was also learned last night that the 
Grand Jury had ordered indictments 
against four other officials in the Robin 
concerns and that they would be handed 
to-day, The Grand Jury yesterday 
started its investigation into the relations 
between Robin and the South Shore Trac- 
tion Company, and it is said that in a 
ew days indictments against several 
other persons connected with that concern 
will be found. 

Judge Holt has appointed Peter Alex- 
ander receiver in bankruptcy for the 
Bankers’ Realty and Security Company of 
Forty-second Street and Broadway, which 
was controlled by Robin, with a bond of 
$5,000. Alba K. Alford, Special Deputy 
Superintendent of Banks, in charge of the 
Northern Bank, stated that the! company 
owes $11,766 to the bank and . owes 





' $70,000 to the Washington Savings Bank, 


that Robin is in the Tombs, and that the 
other Directors are dummies. The assets 
of the company are estimated at $145,000 
in equitfes in real estate, which is mort- 
gaged.

Battalion Chief Davin, who directed the 
men at the lust fire, had been present at 
each of the other two-alarm fires, Binns 
and Davin having only just left the ruins 
Of 108-110 Duane Street, which caught 
fire on Wednesday night, when they had 
to turn out for the Broadway blaze.

iidridge Street stations were called out 
by Inspector Hogan to form fire lines. 
The lines were placed so that almost all 
of City Hall Park was barred off, but 
thousands of persons had got inside these 
limits before the police arrived and they 
could not be driven out. 

The fire burned briskly for more than 
an hour, and in that time .few ‘who ob- 
Served it continued on the way home. 
AS a result, the Subway, Broadway, Mad- 
ison and Third Avenue surface cars.and 
the entire B. R. tT. system, both elevated 
and surface, faced an inundation of pas- 
sengers when the throng finally broke 
away from the fire. Cars on all. these 
lines were jammed and schedules were 
thrown out of operation by the sudden 
influx of passengers, all of whom were 
in a hurry now that they had wasted an 
hour’s time in the street. 

The blaze in the Cook Building was dis- 
covered by Policeman Bennin of Traffic 
Squad A, who noticed, as darkness settled 
over the city and lights began to flash in 
office and store windows, that the win- 
dows on the fifth and sixth floors of the 
Cook Building were suspiciously bright. 
No flames or smoke appeared, but Ben- 
tiin ran to a fire alarm box. 

Several companies, still at work on the 
Duane Street ruins, had to come only a 
few blocks, yet by the time they arrived 
flames were shooting from the windows of 
the fifth and sixth floors on the Broad- 
way side. The building is ‘‘L’’ shaped, 
its extension running through to 2 Murray 
Street.

He lifted her over 
his shoulder and, ordering the others to 
follow him, started down the ladders. 
Smoke was coming from the windows by 
this time, but with Ziegler to lead them 
the young man and thé other girls stuck 
to the ladders ‘until they reached the side- 
walk in safety. There Miss Walsh’s 
senses returned and she went home, as 
did the others. They said they were Miss 
De Krueger, Miss Plunkitt, and Arnold 
Carter, 

The fire had started, apparently, in the 
basement, and ascending an airshaft had 
spread out on the fifth and sixth floors, 
from which it began to eat its way down- 
ward.

not chosen as delegates to the oonference. 

Mr. Pleydell, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Arrangements, replied that the del- 
egates from New York City were cham- 
pions of the single tax idea, with the pur- 
pose, he charged, of transferring taxes 
from personal property to real estate. He 
urged that the real estate interests paid 
by far the largest proportion of the taxes 


and should be well represented at con- 
ferences. . 

Chairman Woodbury reminded Dr. Korn 
that the question before the house was the 
discussion of the papers just read and not 
an argument about the merits of real 
estate or other associations. Dr. Korn 
stated afterward that the United Real 
Estate Owners’ Association of New York 
City, representing seven large real estate 
societies, had written to the committee in 
charge of the conference several days ago 
asking that the real estate associations 
be remembered .in the selections of the 
delegates to the conference.

The annual report of the Panama Rail- 
road, which is owned by the United States 
Government, tells of steps taken last 
year to prevent the withdrawal of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, one of 
the Harriman lines, from participation in 
the through route from the Eastern to 
the Westen ooast of tne United States 
by way of the Isthmus, and recites that 


,the Panama Railroad is now practically 


foregoing all protit on the northbound 
ocean haul in order to protect the West 
from exorbitant rates by other routes. 
At the same time the report complains 
of the effect on the Panama Railroad 
earnings of the antagonistic attitude of 
one of the recently established Hast and 
West water and rail routes, which re- 
sulted in a cut of nearly 50 per cent. in 
the through rates, in which reduction the 
Panama lroad had to share. 

Th episode involving the Pacific Mall 
Steamship Company, which is controlled 
by the Southern Pacific, grew out of the 
insistence by the Panama Railroad that 
minimum rates in effect on coastwise 
traffic be continued, and the refusal of 
the Pacific Mail under those conditions 
to continue ny he ae of cargo on 
the established ba of division of the 
through rate between the Panama Rail- 
road and the steamship company. This 
division could be changed only by mutual 
consent, 

The position taken by the Pacific Mail, 
the report says, threatened the mainte- 
nance of the Panama route, the continu- 
anoe of which was imperative, and in ore 
der to save it the Panama Railroad con- 
ceded to the Pacific Mail a new division

as, consistently possible,

the report says: 

‘‘ During the coffee season of the year 
this company suffered, in addition to a 
very important diversion of coffee traffic 
to the Tehuantepec and Porto Barrios 
routes, @ large loss in its legitimately an- 
ticipated earnings upon the cargo it act- 
ually carried, because of the antagonistic 
attitude adopted by one of the mogt re- 
cently enlisted competitors for the busi- 
ness, which compelled all other carriers 
concerned to make a cut of nearly 50 per 
cent. In through rates, in order to main- 
tain any standing in the traffic. This 
compay, under continuing agreements 
with its co-carriers, was obliged to ac- 
cept an established proportion of rates so 
reduced. It is expected for the ensuing 
season that more satisfactory arrange- 
ments will be established through the 
concurrence of all the other carriers con- 
cerned, Although the Panama Railroad 
Company is not a party to any such nego- 
tiations, its approval is required to make 
their results effective.” 

The commissary arrangements of the 
Panama Railroad, which include a sys- 
tem of retail stores, are described in the 
report in even more detail than in pre- 
Among other information is 
given the prices charged by the railroad 
for all kinds of food sold through its com.

Mr. FARRELL made statements of eco- 
nomic policy which may be said to rep- 
resent the ideal and the practical the- 
ories of the irrepressible conflict of the 
moment. The singular thing is that the 
practical man’s theory ‘is more ideal 
than the idealist’s. Mr. BRANDEIS ar- 
gues as though nothing had happened 
in the !ndustrial world, and as though 
the conflicts of competition were the 
same trivial and circumscribed affairs 
as they were when trade was a neigh- 
borhood matter, and a man could turn 
from one calling to another at his will, 
even if not with entire facility. Ac- 
cordingly, he advises war, although in 
terms of peace. He contends for co- 
operation for cheapness, rather than 
for higher prices, and counsels the rail- 
ways to begin with demanding cheaper 
commodities. from *their supply men, 
especially ‘steel. If they bought from 
blacksmiths working at individual an- 
vils,; the thing could not be done with- 
out friction. Under modern economic 
conditions it could not be done without 
war and economic waste of frightful 
proportions. Mr. BRANDEIS suggests 
specifically that the railways should 
insist upon cheaper rails. He doubtless 
knows that, quality and conditions of 
delivery being considered, they are re- 
ceiving cheaper rails. He doubtless 
knows further that railways acquiesce 
in the price of rails because fixity im- 
plies that it shall not be raised, as well

THE SWAY OF ST. ANDREWS. 
Undoubtedly St. Andrews has the 


‘right to make rules for the game of 


golf which must be obeyed to the let- 
ter by all gélfers who choose to abide 
by the rules of St. Andrews, and if an 
American golfer desires to compete in 
matches in Great Britain he will do 
well to obey the rules of St. Andrews, 
in Great Britain. But the ban placed 
by the Royal and Ancient on the Sche- 
nectady putter merely amuses a golfer 
who is familiar with the history of the 
game and its development. St. An- 
drews stands for conservative and 
Scotch golf. Yet how many of its 
players stick to the old gutta-percha 
ball? There was a great outcry, not 
only in Scotland, but throughout Great 
Britain, eleven years ago, against the 
introduction of the American rubber- 
cored ball, but it made its way on its 
merits, and a return to the “ gutty ” of 
the nineties would seem as ridiculous 
now as a-reversion to the leather ball 
stuffed with feathers which prevailed 
in the era when the Scotch golfers 
wore tall beaver hats and swallow- 
tailed coats on the links. 

Great improvements in the golfers’ 
kit have been made in England -and 
America, and have frequently been ac- 
cepted by the Scotch. We believe 
some of the older players in Scotland 
still cling to the baffy and the half- 
spoon, but the modern irons have both 
simplified the game and reduced the 
scores of competent players. We hold 
no brief for the Schenectady putter. 
The secret of the art of putting lies in 
no club. But the mallet-headed put- 
ter, ora variant of it, sults some players 
better than the old style of putter, and 
they will stick to the clubs they like 
best. 

St. Andrews can regulate our golf 
only when its rules are wise. American 
golf is doing very well, indeed. Native 
players are beginning to equal the best 
scores made in Great Britain. The 
average of American play improves 
year by year, and the United States 
Golfing Association will do well to ig- 
nore the St. Andrews condemnation of 
a perfectly harmless club, which en- 
ables no duffer to run down a difficult 
putt, and is, to tell the truth, no more 
efficacious on the putting green than 
any other style of club that is used 
there.

The owners of real estate may grumble at 
their ‘‘ hard lot,’’ but they cannot dodge the 
fact that their investment is a sound one, and 
that it is more productive to-day than ever 
before. 

‘Some house owner will doubtless start up at 
this and exclaim: ‘‘I occupy my property. 
My taxes are higher, and so are my living ex- 
penses. What do I get for it?’’ My answer 
is that his remedy is plain; sell out at a profit 
and remove to a cheaper place. 

Hence, fit is evident that the wealth of New 
York City is in its land, and that every one 
living within the city’s limits is contributing 
to the general support on the basis of that 
wealth, exclusive of the personal tax. Conse- 
quently, it 1s also evident that the personal 
tax is an extra burden upon those against 
whom it $s assessed. 

An example of its unfairness is to be found 
in the first group of names in the list you 
publish to-day. Under the initial A there 
are arrayed five names, the second of which 
is that of a lady whose assessable property ap- 
pears a@@ upward of half a million dollars. 
Now, this lady may be accounted wealthy, 
but I don’t believe she owns and operates a 
steam yacht, nor do I believe that her dollars 
will run beyond seven figures. But her hus- 
band has died within a few years, his will 
has been probated, and so his widow, though 
deprived of his further carning capacity, has 
been ‘‘caught’’ for all she had of personal 
property.

A DISCOUNT ON DUTIES. 


A Measure Discussed Twenty veal’ 
Ago Is Again Advocated. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

During the first session of the Fifty-first 
Congress. In the year 1890, a measure for the 
relief of American producers and consumers 
was proposed, which in the House of Repre- 
sentatives might now find a favorable ma- 
jority, as it then received the vote of every 
tariff reformer. 

AS now applicable the proposition would find 
expression in a law which should provide that, 
upon exportation of products of the United 
States, customs certificates should be  fur- 
nished, entitling the holders to discounts fiom 
duties now collectable upon imports at the 
rate of 10 per centum of the duty assessed 
upon imports, equivalent to the certified amount 
of American products which had 
ported. 

The beneficial influence 
would be somewhat similar 
from the present drawbacks 
portation of products which 
duty. 

Under such authorization the American farm- 
er could secure the export price of his sur- 
plus, and save 10 per centum of the assessed 
duty upon the return trade, either directly or 
through selling his certificate, or through the 
certificate value of his crop in addition to !tg 
foreign money value. 

The American manufacturer exporting part of 
his product would receive a i0 per cent. al- 
lowance from the amount of the duty levied 
upon his imports of material, and this without 
any red tape or temptation to fraud. 

In practical operation the total amount ef 
tariff rate reductions obtainable through the 
use of such certificate would be secured upen 
the articles upon which a lower tariff ts most 
urgently required and demanded, automatically 
distributing the benefits of the ellowance 26- 
cording to trade conditions. 

A distribution ef deductions following from 
the operation of the natural laws of trade 
might well furnish valuable and really reliable 
information {n regard to *ctual trade condi- 
tions such as is much to be desired in the 
framing of @ reasonably balanced tariff, and as 
distinguished from the highly sophisticated 
Statistics of which Congress end the people 
have long suffered a surfeit. 

Whether a 10 per cent. deduction frem the 
rate of tariff taxation would result in a loss 
of revenue or in its increase is a question 
upon which opinions may differ, and concerning 
which I will not now express any view. In.- 
creases in the rate of allowance might follow 
until the proper basis of taxation should be 
found.

The present has the purpose to draw the 
attention to another set of swindlers who are 
equally thriving on the unfortunate and ig- 
norant people. 

There are a number of sharks who advertise 
for people with small amounts of capital os- 
tensibly to be used for the establishment ef 
new business enterprises, very often under cof 
porate names, who are finally simply swindled 
of their money through trickery and loopholes 
of the laws governing corporations. And that 
there are many such loopholes every one knows 
who is familiar with the subject. 

It is usually the case that these people have 
not enough money left to procure the services 
of aélawyer to take up their case. In thelr 
unfamiliarity with the laws they very often 
make a prosecution by the District Attorney 
‘impossible by accepting promissory notes for 
the amount they have invested, when it finally 
develops that they have been misled. 

If the Russell Sage Foundation would take 
steps to put these swindlers out of business 
it would perform a great service to the com- 
munity.

Baron Swaythling, was born Dec. 
1832, and was the son of the late Louis 
Samuel, a watchmaker of Liverpool.’ For 
over fifty years he conducted business in 
London, and until September, 1900, was 
head of the banking firm of Sarnuel 
Montagu & Co. In 1894 he received a 
royal license to assume the surnames of 
Rinieniiaks Montagu, and was made a bar- 
onet, and in 1907 he was elevated to the 
peerage, taking the title of Baron Swayth- 
ling of Swaythling, County Southamp- 
ton. Lord Swaythiling took a great in- 
terest in advancing Jewish and other in- 
stitutions and in founding new syna- 
gorues, 

Lord Swaythling. one of whose most 
salient characteristics was his orthodoxy, 
was known among the Jews of London as 
the “King of the East End,’ where he 
lavished great wealth for the welfare of 
the Jewish community, being second to 
Lord Rothschild alone in liberality as a 
donor to the children of his faith. 

The mutual respect in which they held 
each other was illustrated by the fact 
that Lord Swaythling was a life member 
of the United Synagogue, of which, Lord 
Rothschild is the head, and Lord Roth- 
schild is the Honorary President of the 
Federation of Synagogues, which was 
considered Lord Swaythling’s most im- 
portant contribution to the history of An- 
glo-Jewish sociology. word Swaythling’s 
achievements in the cause of his co-re- 
ligionists were many. Among them were 
his Dispersion Committee. to relieve the 
overcrowding of the East End, and the 
reduction for a time of the naturaliza- 
tion fees. which enabled hundreds to ob- 
tain British citizenship. 

In April, 1908, Lord Swaythling engaged 
in a controversy involving the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, which looks 
after the welfare and relizious education 
of more than 10,000 Jewish children in the 
East End of London. He declared at 
that time that he would withdraw AR 
fifteen-hundred-dollar contribution he had 
promised for the work of the board un- 
less the free-thinking element in the 
board was eliminated from administra- 
tive work. In fact, he sought the resig- 
nations of two of the greatest authorities 
on the Hebraic Scriptures, Claude Joseph 
Goldsmid-Montefiore, known as the au- 
thor of ‘‘ The Origin and Development of 
the Religion of the Ancient Hebrews,’’ and 
Israel Abrahams, reader in Talmudic and 
Rabbinic Literature in the U Iniversity of 
Cambridge and editor of the Jewish Quar- 
terly Review. 

Abrahams and his followers had refused 
to accept a literal interpretation of sev- 





the country. He was a brother of the late 
Alvin R. Duniton, author of the Duntonian 
system of penmanship.

Automobilists watch with much concern 
the progress of legislation in New York 
State as it relates to motor vehicles and 
highway laws, for these statutes serve as 
models for adoption in other States. Par- 
ticularly has this been the case with the 
New York highway law, under which 
more money is being expended than In all 
the other Eastern and Middle States 
The recent suggestions that 
radical changes be made brought about 
the adoption of the following preamble 
and resolution by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion at its monthly session held yesterday 
at the National headquarters, 437 Fifth 
Avenue: 


Whereas, The American Automobile Associa- 
tion, having for one of its main objects the 
construction and maintenance of properly de- 
veloped systems of good roads, and such as- 
sociation having successfully worked for years 
in securing comprehensive State laws, liberal 
appropriations to make such laws effective, 
and the appointment of cempetent highway of- 
ficlals, has found that the best results have 
been obtained by intrusting the control of high- 
way affairs to appointive ‘officials, who have 
long terms of office, thus assuring continuity 
in policy and retention in-office of experi- 
enced men. 

Whereas, The policy of placing highway con- 
struction and maintenance in the hands of 
short-termed elective officials has resulted in, 
frequent changes of policy, a repetition of mis- 
takes of former officials, and has by reason 
of short tenure of office not attracted capable 
highway engineers, and, in short, has been 
found by good roads advocates everywhere to 
be undesirable; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Américan Automobile As- 
sociation urge John. A. Dix, Governor of the 
State of New York, to oppose the movement 
to transfer the work of construction and 
maintenance of good roads in New York State 
to the office of State Engineer and Surveyor.

Chairman George C. Diehl of the Good 
Roads Board reported that matters were 
progressing satisfactorily in relation to 
the next Natinal Good Roads Conven- 
tion in which the association will be in- 
volved. Chairman Howard Longstreth 
of the Touring Information Board made 
clear that the enlarged activities of this 
branch of the work will exceed anything 
ever before accomplished in this direc- 
tion. Chairman S. M. utler explained 
the situation in regard to a National en- 
durance tour, and the entire subject was 
left to the decision of the Contest Board. 

The growth of the association having 
made it necessary, it was voted that the

New Auto Bill in New Jersey. 


Special to The New York Times. 
TRENTON, Jan. 12.—Among the bills intro- 
duced in the Senate Tuesday afternoon were 
two by Senator Walter Edge of Atlantic Coun- 
ty, in which New Jersey automobilists are 
much interested. One requires that all vehi- 
cles besides automobiles must be equipped 
with lights that may be seen in foggy weather 
at a distance of 250 feet in both directions. The 
bill carries a penalty of not less than $5 nor 
more than $10. The measure was the Automo- 
bile Reciprocity. Act, which permits motorists 
of other States to use their machines fifteen 
days & year in New Jersey, if they display 
licenses obtained in any State that grants the 

same privilege to autoists of this State.

REVOLUTIONARY RELIC FOUND 


Antiquarians Puzzled by Milestone Un- 
earthed in Greenwich Village House. 


A curious relic of early New York days 
has just been unearthed in the founda- 
ion wa'ls of a Greenwich Village house at 
102 Christopher Street, and the antiquar- 
lans of the New York Historical Society 
lave been asked te throw some light upon 


ie 


it. The relic is an old milestone inscribed 
it: the large letters of the type used a 
century or more ago: 

‘9 Miles to Camp.” 

The question that is puzzling the own- 
crs of the property, Librarian Kelby of 
ihe Hi-torical Society and a few other 
invesiigatons of early Manhattan days, 
vibo have looked at the stone is, What 
camp is meant? Was it one of the 
camps of the Revolutionary War of the 
Continental or British tryvops, or does it 
vefer to some popular roadhouse fre- 
quented by the down’ tuwn residents on 
their drives up the old: Bloomingdale and 
Kings Bridge roads? 

The stone is in the real estate office of 
Crist & Herrick, 380 Bleecker Street, 
agents for the Buxton estate, the own- 
ers of the house from which it was taken. 
The old house will soon be torn down. 
The stone is 26 inches high, curved at 
the top, 8 inches wide and 4% inches 
thick 

After the word ‘‘Camp’”’ there is a 
faint scratching on the srone which looks 
as though an “SS” had been added, a fact 
which strengthens the belief that the 
stone designated the distance from some 
central spot in Greenwich to a popular 
oe or tavern in the upper part of the 
city. 

The stone was discovered by a man 
named Morgan. who occupied the base- 
ment of the old house about a year ago. 
Morgan is a well-known Greenwich ehar- 
acter. He attained some notoriety while 
oc-upving the basement by offering to 
feed the “down and outs” of Greenwich 


Villece. As a result he soon established 
quite a bread line, 


STATE BANKS INCREASE. 


Gain of 1,346 in 32 Years and Failures 
Are as Few as in National Banks. 


WASUHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The National 
Monetary Commission, of which Senator 
Aldrich is Chairman and Edward B. 
Vreeland of New York Vice Chairman, is 
publishing a volume by Prof. George E. 
Barnett of Johns Hopkins University, in 
Which he reviews exhaustively the 
growth of State banks and trust compa- 
nies since the National banks entered 
the field in 1864. Prof. Barnett says he 
cannot find the rate of failure among 
State banks is any higher than that 
among National banks. 

Prof. Barnett bases his assertion on an 
examination of the statistics of 1892 to 


i9cd. He believes, however, that the Na- 
tional banks pay a higher percentage of 
claims. Statistics of failures of trust 
companies are not complete, but tne 
writer is of opinion that their percentage 
of failure is higher than that of either 
State or National banks. 

Growth of State banks has been phe- 
nomena!, according to the statistics which 
have been coliccted for the volume. They 
are now twice as numerous as the Na- 
tiaonal banks, although their combined 
capital is only. half as much. Their 
gfrowth has been especially rapid since 
iSSti, and the greatest increase has oc- 
curred since 1889. Their growth has 
been greatest in the Far West and least 
in the New England States. Trust com- 
panies have been on the increase since 
1889. ‘There are now approximately 15,000 
State banks, private banks, and trust 
companies. 

In 1877 the number of State banks with 
a capital of $50,000 and over was 634, and 
the number of National banks was 2,080. 
In 1900 the numbers of the same classes 
were 2,620 and 4,773, respectively.

Organization's Head Explains How 
Easy it Will Se to Garner the Reluct- 


ant Dollar—Press Agent Nucleus. 





A sudden and undreamed-of ally has 
sprung into existence for the National 
Republican Party. If its hopes are ful- 
filled one and one-half million unlooked- 
for dollars are to be swept flush, free, 
gratis, for nothing into the Republican 
campaign fund every four years, and 
nearly twice that sum earned by the new 
organization. Meantime in the _ short 
month of its existence, according to its 
President, it has garnered in $12,000 worth 
of contributing members. 

‘The new organization, under the name 
of the National Republican Alliance, re- 
cently started in business in a finely fitted 
up suite of offices on the fourth floor of 
366 Fifth Avenue, and has been advertis- 
ing for wurkers throughout the country. 
it as a member- 


ship corporation organized under the laws 
of the State of New York, and its objects 
as ‘‘to advocate, promote, and maintain 
the principles of Republicanism as pro- 
elaimed by the National Republican 
Party; to encourage and promote any 
legislation that shall tend toward safe- 
guarding the purity of the ballot box; to 
promote the cause of good government 
throughout the Nation; to procure mem- 
bers to this alliance in every State and 
Territory in the United States; to keep 
such members in close touch with ques- 
tions of politics and statecraft by means 
of periodical publication or otherwise; to 
publish and disseminate printed matter; 
to contribute and expend for campaign 
purposes such moneys as may be in the 
treasury of the alliance and available for 
such contribution and expenditure, and to 
perform such other work as_may best 
conserve the interests of the Republican 
Party—all that. 


Order of Free Lances. 


The accomplishment of all these aims 
is intrusted to a list of officers which 
is, at first anyway, less impressive. In 
fact, the President of the Alliance, George 
A. Melbourne, admitted quite modestly 


yesterday that the officers were, for the 
most part, ‘‘ men who have done newspa- 
per work, publicity work, and what is 
called in the newspaper field, ‘ free lanc- 
ing.’’’ He said they are: Himself,. of 
some fifteen years’ experience as a press 
agent, aS President; Samuel S. Paquin, a 
‘‘news service editor,’ as First Vice 
President; Henry C. Palmer, once of The 
Chicago Times, as Second Vice President; 
Stephen D.Conger, a former Chicago news- 
paper worker, as Third Vice President; 
Walter M. Seymour, Corresponding Sec- 
retary; Ralph Neilson, also once in news- 
paper work, Recording Secretary; Will- 
iam H. Carpenter, Treasurer; Harry W. 
Lindsley, ‘‘formerly of the New . York 
Stock Exchange,’ as Chairman of the 
Membership Committee, and Sylvester 
Maguire, a ‘‘free lance”’ and publicity 


bers so enrolled that this vast sum will 
be turned over to the Republican cam- 
paign fund, Melbourne ‘did not state.

As an evidence of the thriving business 
that is expected in the way of enrolling 
Repyblicans at a dollar a head, it may 
be mentioned that there are in a cabinet 
in the office of the Alliance, stacks of 
papers labeled ‘‘ Application Blanks,’’ 
nuinbered from 1 to 8,000.
